student body, strongly support 
the Vietnam war and the draft.

“We’re taking education out 
of its box,” Johns said. “We’re

Conservative students have 
accused Johns of ousting elderly 
faculty members and replacing 
them with teachers who have 
liberal leanings.

Said 
student council president Robert 
Ford, “We’re not satisfied with

there is more chance that the 
electors will act independently. 
In order to be elected, a 
candidate must receive the votes 
of at least 270 of the 538 electors.

In each state, voters selecting 
among the various presidential 
candidates are actually picking 
from slates of electors. In some, 
they vote for a whole slate, in 
others for individual electors.

It doesn’t matter if 
he gets 90 per cent, or receives 
one more vote than each of his 
opponents.

Scientists at the University of Rhode Island are studying the feasibility of solving the 
nation's problem of growing mountains of garbage by burning it in incinerator ships and' 
dumping the ashes in the ocean. Using an IBM computer, experts are simulating condi­ 
tions of the real sea, with the mathematical model reacting to various situations as nature 
would. Major questions scientists hope to answer are: Can the ocean become polluted? 
W hat effect would incinerated residue have on marine life? Where would the best dumping 
grounds be? Under the proposed project, garbage would be loaded aboard vessels equipped 
with incinerators— possibly converted merchant ships— and carried out to dump sites.
